Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -14 and 48-71 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Kenney (US 6,026,376), discloses a method in a data 
processing system for automatically initiating the replenishment of a consumable 
product that includes receiving an order for a customer and filling that order on a first 
date and estimating a target date for suggesting replenishment. The user is provided 
with an indication that the product should be replenished. The consumer then requests 
replenishment of the product by performing an interaction and the product is ordered. 
The target date is estimated based on the first date and the average life span of the 
item, which in turn is determined by the length of intervals between purchases. 

Kenney does not disclose transmitting information of a good whose purchase 
interval has lapsed, providing an indication to the consumer on or before the target date, 
or basing a target date in part upon a replenishment interval between prior purchases, 
wherein each of the prior purchases include purchase of a complement to the 
consumable product. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
